Prussian emigration to America continues, 


fast aud furious; aud the Government is 
very much surprised at it. It had laid great- 
stress upon the hope that the consolidation 
of Germany, and the re-awakening of tho 
spirit of conquest, wouM keep the clowns at 
home, and make them submissive to any 
and every indignity offered thorn by their 
masters; but the peasantry now see that 
warring andconqnesting brings them no di- 
rect beuefit, aud are emigrating by regiments. 
In order to slop this disaslrous outflow of 
men aud money—(lor each German takes 
n-iih him a considerable sum in cash out of 
the country)—it is possible lhat Prussia will 
be driven to make war once more, and to 
bold her citizens under the severe discipline 
which prevails in the army, since it cannot 
hold them in any other way. The fact 
which most nettles the Prussians is that the 
emigrants are all set towards the Uniled 
Stales. It seems too patent and evident a 
plea in favor of republican institutions, aud 
tho imperial authorities suck their thumbs, 
and gravely consider how they can make the 
cage in which they desire to put the whole 
German nation more attractive.
